Shamina  Singh,  a  health  and  labor  official  in  the  Clinton  Administration, 
was  named  in  September  the  first  executive  director  at  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Health  &  Human  Services'  White  House  Initiative  on  Asian  Americans 
and  Pacific  Islanders.  The  office  was  created  by  President  Clinton  in  June 
to  improve  the  quality  of  life  of  Asian  Americans  and  Pacific  Islanders  in 
areas  where  they  may  be  underserved  in  the  areas  of  health,  education, 
housing,  labor  and  economic  and  community  development,  among  others. 
As  executive  director  of  the  Initiative,  Singh  will  oversee  a  federal  intera¬ 
gency  working  group  and  a  presidental  advisory  commission.  The  group 
will  make  recommendations  to  HHS  secretary  Donna  Shalala  on  the  imple¬ 
mentation  and  coordination  of  federal  programs  as  they  relate  to  Asian 
Americans  and  Pacific  Islanders.  The  advisory  commission  will  serve  until 
June  7,  2001  and  will  advise  the  President  on  how  the  federal  government 
can  better  serve  Asian  Americans  and  Pacific  Islanders,  better  ways  to  fos¬ 
ter  research  to  gather  public  health  data  on  these  groups  and  strategies  on 
increasing  public-  and  private-sector  involvement  in  improving  the  health 
and  well-being  of  Asian  Americans  and  Pacific  Islanders.

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Census  2000  Targets  Asians 

Biggest  Campaign  in  Its  History  to  Reach  Hard-to-Count  Populations

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  mandates 
a  census  every  10  years  to  determine  the  number 
of  seats  each  state  gets  in  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives.  Community  leaders  use  the  cen¬ 
sus  results  for  planning  the  building  of  schools 
and  roads,  requesting  the  right  number  of  health 
care  facilities  and  elderly  services,  implementing 
English  as  a  Second  Language  courses  and  many 
other  services  needed  by  their  communities  that 
they  would  not  get  if  the  residents  did  not  fill  out 
their  census  questionnaires. 

April  1,  2000  is  "Census  Day,"  and  the  results 
will  determine  how  the  government  will  distrib¬ 
ute  $185  billion  in  federal  funds  nationwide. 

It  sounds  like  a  pretty  important  event,  yet 
only  30  percent  of  Asian  Americans  know  that  a 
national  census  count  will  take  place  next  year, 
according  to  a  recent  survey  conducted  for  the 
U.S.  Census  Monitoring  Board.  This  reflects  a 
much  more  widespread  problem:  only  45  percent 
of  the  general  population  knows  about  the  com¬ 
ing  census  count,  while  countless  others  have 
deep  misconceptions  about  it. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  in  mid-March  we  will  all  be 
getting  a  large  envelope  in  the  mail-U.S.  citizens, 
visitors,  immigrants,  refugees,  homeless  or  rich, 
young  or  old-containing  the  latest  version  of  a 
questionnaire  from  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau  that 
has  been  mailed  to  the  residents  of  this  country 
every  10  years  since  1790,  as  required  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

The  U.S.  Census  Bureau  is  worried  that  many 
of  us  will  either  not  know  what  these  envelopes 
are  for  or  simply  not  bother  to  participate  and 
throw  them  in  the  trash,  perpetuating  the  sharp 
decline  in  the  number  of  respondents  that's  char¬ 
acterized  the  last  several  census  counts. 

In  1980,  75  percent  of  the  total  number  of  cen¬ 
sus  forms  were  filled  out  and  returned.  By  1990, 
that  number  had  dropped  by  a  full  10  percent, 
and  about  2.5  percent  of  Asians  were  undercount¬ 
ed  that  year.  The  Census  Bureau  projects  that  next 


done  to  halt  the  trend. 

That's  why  earlier  this  year,  when  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  rejected  the  federal  government's 
request  to  use  statistical  sampling  (a  scientifically 
accepted  technique)  to  correct  the  undercount  of 
Asian  Americans  and  other  minority  sectors,  the 
White  House  and  Congress  allocated  more  than 
$1  billion  to  the  Census  Bureau  (a  branch  of  the 
Dept.of  Commerce)  to  enable  it  to  remedy  the  sit¬ 
uation  in  other  ways. 

The  star  weapon  is  the  first  paid-for  national 
outreach  advertising  campaign  in  the  long  history 
of  the  census,  designed  by  heavy -hitting  advertis¬ 
ing  agency  Young  &  Rubicam.  The  campaign 
places  special  emphasis  on  Asians,  Hispanics, 
African  Americans,  American  Indians  and  emerg¬ 
ing  ethnic  groups  that  may  be  unlikely  to  respond 
otherwise. 

"In  previous  counts,  we  relied  only  on  PSAs 
[public  service  announcements]  from  The  Ad 
Council,  which  stations  ran  mostly  off-peak.  This 
year  we  hope  to  ensure  we  get  people  during 
prime  time;  this  campaign  will  guarantee  our  time 
slot,"  said  Tia  Costello,  Partnership  Coordinator 
for  the  Boston  Region  of  the  Census  Bureau. 

Unveiled  Oct.  27,  the  $168  million  advertising 
campaign  to  reach  115  million  households 
through  TV,  radio,  print  media  and  billboards 
was  officially  launched  Nov.  1.  The  Census 
Bureau  expects  that  each  person  in  this  country 
will  see  one  of  the  ads  at  least  40  times,  and  that 
targeted  groups,  such  as  minorities  and  other 
hard-to-count  sectors,  will  see  the  ads  120  times  or 
more  by  the  end  of  the  push. 

In  its  initial  stages,  the  advertising  has  been 
focusing  on  traditionally  hard-to-count  popula¬ 
tions  such  as  ethnic  minorities,  immigrants,  the 
homeless  and-surprisingly-children  across  the 
board.  Starting  in  January,  the  campaign  will  go 
into  full  swing  in  order  to  reach  the  general  pop¬ 
ulation.

"We're  a  very  mobile  society  so  it's  hard  to 
keep  track  of  people,  we're  inundated  with  tele¬ 
marketers  and  refuse  to  answer  one  more  ques¬ 
tionnaire,  we're 
always  too 
busy  and  many 
people  are  cyni¬ 
cal  about  the 
government," 

Costello  says. 

"We're  battling 
a  whole  variety 
of  life  situations 
and  attitudes." 

Perhaps 
toughest  to 
reach  within 
the  ethnic  com¬ 
munities  are 
refugees,  recent 
immigrants  and 
undocumented 
residents. 

"The  1990  census  missed  a  lot  of  people,  and 
many  of  those  were  immigrants,"  says  Muriel 
Heiberger,  executive  director  of  the 
Massachusetts  Immigrant  and  Refugee  Coalition. 
Heiberger  acknowledges  that  there's  clearly  a  bet¬ 
ter  understanding  about  what  kind  of  infrastruc¬ 
ture  needs  to  be  put  in  place  to  get  a  better  count 
this  time,  but  expresses  lingering  concerns  regard¬ 
ing  immigrants  and  refugees. 

"Many  don't  understand  what  the  purpose  of  a 
census  is,  how  the  information  is  used  by  the  fed¬ 
eral  government,"  she  explains.  "Undocumented 
people  would  be  tremendously  concerned  about 
how  this  information  is  used,  who  it's  conveyed 
to.  It's  an  issue  of  trust." 

The  message  that  the  Census  Bureau  can  be  trust¬ 
ed  with  information  and  that  being  counted  is  a 
beneficial  thing  strongly  needs  to  come  across, 
Heiberger  stresses. 

The  Census  2000  campaign  addresses  this  concern 
by  implementing  a  strong  push  to  bring  aware¬ 
ness  to  these  sectors  about  the  fact  that  Title  13  of 
the  United  States  Code  makes  it  illegal  for  census 
information  of  any  sort  to  be  shared  with  anyone, 
be  it  the  Internal  Revenue  Service,  law  enforce¬ 
ment  organizations,  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  or  anyone  else..  Census 
workers  who  break  the  law  can  go  to  jail  be  forced 
to  pay  a  $5,000  fine. 

The  language  barrier  is  another  problem,  and 
the  Asian  sector  is  one  of  the  fastest  growing  in 
the  country,  so  this  year's  census  forms  have  been 
printed  out  in  six  languages:  English,  Spanish, 
Chinese,  Korean,  Vietnamese  and  Tagalog.  In 
addition,  the  two  questionnaires  have  been  short¬ 
ened  and  simplified.  The  simple  form  is  the  short¬ 
est  it's  been  in  the  last  180  years,  consisting  of  only 
seven  questions:  name,  sex,  age,  relationship.

Hispanic  origin,  race  and  whether  home  is  owned 
or  rented.  About  83  percent  of  respondents  will 
receive  a  short  form,  while  one  out  of  six  house¬ 
holds  will  receive  the  longer  form. 

But  the  key  concept  to  get  across,  according  to 
research,  is  that  there  is  a  direct  correlation 
between  the  filling  out  and  returning  of  census 
forms  and  the  resulting  federally  funded  services, 
including  healthcare,  education,  ESL  classes, 
transportation,  immigrant  assistance,  subsidized 
housing  and  child-care. 

However,  the  Census  Bureau  is  facing  a  signif¬ 
icant  roadblock  in  overcoming  these  obstacles. 
(Successfully  communicate  the  information  about 
confidentiality  and  privacy,  the  availability  of 
forms  in  various  languages  to  the  targeted  groups 
such  as  Asians  and  the  direct  relationship 
between  census  results  and  the  number  of  ser¬ 
vices  each  community  receives  from  the  $185  bil¬ 
lion  allotted  nationally  for  that  purpose. 

Research  found  that  the  problem  went  back  to 
the  issue  of  trust.  So  the  Census  Bureau  greatly 
beefed  up  its  community  outreach  efforts  through 
a  partnership  program  that  can  tap  the  resources 
of  local  and  national  nongovernmental  organiza¬ 
tions,  service  agencies  and  local  and  tribal  gov¬ 
ernments  throughout  the  country.  Partnerships 
thus  far  have  been  formed  with  more  than  30,000 
groups  across  the  country. 

"The  whole  idea  of  government  collecting 
information  is  something  that  could  evoke  fear  in 
people,  which  is  why  it's  so  critical  for  local  orga¬ 
nizations  to  be  involved.  They  can  be  the  bridge- 
builders,"  says  Heiberger.  "The  best  messenger 
for  immigrants  and  refugees  is  someone  they 
already  kno>v  and  trust  that  can  explain  the  cen¬ 
sus  is  absolutely  confidential  and  how  the  infor¬ 
mation  we  get  from  it  'directly  improves  their 


In  addition,  partnerships  with  other  types  of 
organizations,  such  as  businesses  of  all  sizes,  are 
helping  spread  the 
word  to  the  many  who 
simply  don't  know 
anything  about  the  cen¬ 
sus  or  when  it's  to  take 
place. 

In  the  Boston  area, 
for  example,  according 
to  r  A1  Smith, 

Partnership 
Coordinator  for  the 
Boston  Region,  partner¬ 
ships  have  been  estab¬ 
lished  not  just  with 
community  groups  and 
churches,  but  also  with 
utility  companies  such 
as  Bell  Atlantic  and 
BostonGas,  which  are 
placing  inserts  about 

the  coming  census  in  their  client  invoices.  And  a 
partnership  with  the  Department  of  Social  ser¬ 
vices  is  very  important,  as  well.  Smith  says.  "They 
have  a  vast  client  population  we  can  now  reach." 

On  the  national  level,  the  Census  Bureau  last 
June  formed  a  partnership  with  the  Corporation 
for  National  Service  (which  runs  the  AmeriCorps 
program).  Its  1  million  staff  and  volunteers  are 
present  in  every  state,  and  many  work  with  hard- 
to  count  populations.  Another  example  is  General 
Motors,  a  corporate  partner,  which  talks  about  the 
census  during  presentations  to  its  retirees.  In  yet 
another  scenario,  the  City  of  Orlando,  Fla.,  paint¬ 
ed  four  of  its  buses  with  census  announcements. 

The  possibilities  are  many,  and  the  Census 
Bureau  is  making  an  all-out  push  this  year  to 
improve  the  response  rate  in  any  way  it  can.

IT’S  REALLY  GOING  TO  HAPPEN 


THE  LATEST  ON  PARCEL  C

It's  been  almost  7  years  since  the  last  time  the 
350,340-sq.-foot  piece  of  land  framed  by  Oak,  Ash 
and  Nassau  Streets  and  Harrison  Avenue  known 
as  Parcel  C  in  Chinatown  was  formally  designat¬ 
ed  by  the  City  of  Boston  the  future  site  of  a 
Chinatown  community  center  that  would  provide 
local  nonprofit  agencies  and  organizations  much- 
needed  permanent  headquarters.  After 
a  long  period  of  dormancy  [see  Sept.  3, 

1999  issue  of  The  Sampan  for  more 
background],  the  always-controversial 
project  perked  up  earlier  this  year  with 
the  issuance  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  of  a 
Request  for  Proposal  (RFP)  for  its 
development.  The  two-stage  process 
would  culminate  with  the  selection  by 
the  BRA,  based  in  part  on  recommen¬ 
dations  from  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  (CNC),  of  a  for- 
profit  developer  and  its  nonprofit 
developer  partner. 

At  presstime,  Edward  A.  Fish 
Associates  (EFA),  the  only  for-profit 
applicant,  has  been  selected  as  the  for- 
profit  developer,  and  the  Asian 
Community  Development  Corp.  (ACDC)  as  the 
nonprofit  partner.  The  decision  was  finalized  by 
the  BRA  Oct.  14.  The  only  other  nonprofit  con¬ 
tender  was  the  Chinese  Economic  Development 
Council. 

The  next  step,  according  to  most  (and  it's  not 
exactly  easy  getting  clear-cut  answers  on  this 
topic),  is  for  EFA  and  ACDC  to  jointly  revise  and 
refine  EFA's  June  8,  1999  proposal  to  the  BRA 
detailing  space  allotments  and  design  for  the  site. 
Once  that's  accomplished,  the  final  proposal  is  to 
be  submitted  to  the  BRA  for  approval. 

But  before  that  happens,  according  to  Daniel 
Hart,  director  of  development  at  EFA,  the  devel¬ 
opment  team  must  finalize  the  relocation  of  the 
two  Chinatown  agencies  currently  residing  on 


Parcel  C:  the  Youth  Essential  Services  (YES), 
which  leases  office  space  in  the  lot,  and  the  Boston 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Center  (BCNC,  for¬ 
merly  known  as  the  Quincy  School  Community 
Council),  which  owns  the  space  it  occupies  there. 

"We're  still  in  the  planning  stages  for  this  relo¬ 
cation,"  Hart  explained,  adding  that  the  proposed

site  at  this  time  is  a  the  parking  garage  on  Tyler 
Street  that  is  next  to  Posner  Hall  [sp?].  A  building 
will  be  constructed  on  the  chosen  site  to  house  the 
two  agencies;  the  layout  is  being  negotiated 
between  the  two  groups.  This  can  take  a  while, 
one  would  presume,  based  on  Parcel  C's  long  and 
convoluted  background.  Which  means  the  final 
proposal  for  Parcel  C  (to  be  known  as  Oak  Plaza 
once  construction  has  been  completed)  could  also 
take  a  while.  Hart  said  the  developer  partners 
can't  move  forward  until  these  issues  were 
cleared. 

According  to  Hart,  the  Chinatown  community 
will  have  input  at  every  stage  of  the  process  of 
developing  a  final  layout  plan  for  Parcel  C. 

"We  are  50-50  partners  [the  ACDC  and  EFA1, 


and  have  to  agree  on  the  plan  before  presenting  it 
to  the  community  for  approval.  But  it'll  definitely 
be  a  public  process,"  he  said. 

Parallel  to  the  development  of  a  final  architec¬ 
tural  plan  is  the  selection  of  the  Chinatown  orga¬ 
nizations  that  will  be  housed  in  Parcel  C.  Because 
land  in  Chinatown  has  been  severely  scarce  since 
back  in  the  1960s  as  a  result  of  institutional 
expansion  and  urban  renewal,  controver¬ 
sy— as  has  been  the  case  throughout  the 
history  of  this  project— is  sure  to  ensue  as 
local  agencies  vie  for  the  space.  Thus  the 
criteria  for  selection,  in  the  form  of  a 
Request  For  Qualification  (RFQ)  to  be 
issued  by  the  BRA  after  a  final  recommen¬ 
dation  by  the  CNC,  is  already  becoming  a 
major  point  of  contention. 

According  to  the  CNC's  Bill  Moy,  a  seven- 
person  committee  to  select  occupants  has 
been  formed  to  "set  the  criteria  for  commu¬ 
nity  space  applicants,  review  all  applica¬ 
tions  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
BRA."  The  committee  is  made  up  of  three 
CNC  co-moderators:  Moy,  Father  Hugh 
O'Reagan  and  Lau  Kai;  two  community 
residents:  Shirley  Lee  (also  a  CNC  mem¬ 
ber)  and  Beverly  Wing  (also  a  member  of  the 
TCC);  a  BRA  representative;  and  an  EFA  repre¬ 
sentative. 

The  first  selection  committee  meeting,  said 
Moy,  has  not  been  scheduled,  but  should  take 
place  within  the  next  couple  of  weeks.  He  said  he 
does  not  know  how  long  the  process  might  take. 

"We  will  advertise  our  draft  recommendations 
and  present  them  at  CNC  meetings  so  that  we  can 
get  feedback  from  the  community  before  present¬ 
ing  them  to  the  BRA,"  he  said. 

The  criteria,  according  to  Moy,  will  include  the 
urgency  of  need  for  space  and  whether  or  not  the 
applicant  organization  will  be  able  to  afford  to 
rent  or  purchase  the 
space  (the  issue  of  rental

"Once  Removed" 

Chinese-English  Documentary  Premieres 


December  2  was  the  opening  day  for  Once  Removed,  a  documentary  film  in 
English  and  Chinese  (with  English  subtitles)  based  on  the  experiences  of  the 
filmmaker,  Julie  Mallozzi,  the  daughter  of  a  Chinese  mother  and  an  Italian- 
American  father  in  rural  Ohio. 

The  55-minute  film  chronicles  Mallozzi's  trip  to  China  with  her  mother 
(who  had  not  been  there  nor  seen  her  relatives  in  50  years).  While  there,  she 
discovers  that  her  relatives  in  China  have  been  the  victims  of  political  per¬ 
secution,  imprisonment  and  even  murder. 

A  central  theme  throughout  the  film  is  its  concentration  on  the  subtleties 
of  remembering  and  forgetting  the  past. 

Mallozzi  first  visits  her  great-uncle  Wang  Shou-Jue,  a  scientist  who  pio¬ 
neered  the  development  of  computer  chips  in  China.  He  talks  to  her  about 
the  Cultural  Revolution,  when  he  swept  floors  and  furnaces.  She  then  inves¬ 
tigates  the  1940s  murder  of  her  grandmother's  favorite  brother,  Fei  Gong. 
He  was  a  professor  of  political  science  who  was  kidnapped  and  murdered 
by  the  Nationalists  and  later  was  declared  a  revolutionary  martyr  by  the 
Communists. 

The  filmmaker  retraces  Fei  Gong's  last  steps  to  a  foggy  dock  in 
Chongquing,  the  site  of  the  chemical  pool  where  his  corpse  was  supposed¬ 
ly  dissolved. 

The  film  ends  with  a  visit  to  Aunt  Fei  Shi-Cheng,  the  first  cousin  of 
Mallozzi's  mother  and  an  energetic  government  official  in  the  family's 
hometown  of  Suzhou.  She  cries  about  her  father's  persecution  and  his  part¬ 
ing  words:  "In  loving  my  country  I  was  not  mistaken.  I  have  not  done  my 
country  wrong,  or  the  Communist  Party  wrong.  Someday  my  name  will  be 
cleared." 

The  composer  of  the  film's  original  music,  Shih-Hui  Chen,  was  born  in 
Taiwan  but  lives  in  the  United  States,  where  she  received  a  doctoral  degree 


in  music  from  Boston  University.  Her  music  has  been  played  in  Taiwan, 
Korea,  Japan,  Germany  and  the  United  States  and  by  groups  including  the 
Philadelphia  and  Cleveland  Symphony  Orchestras.  She  is  the  winner  of  the 
1999  American  Academy  in  Rome  Prize. 

The  filmmaker  is  a  graduate  of  Harvard  University's  film  program.

versus  purchase  has  not  been  resolved  yet).  The 
hitch  is  that,  as  things  stand,  rents  for  the  space  in 
question  will  be  going  for  market  rate,  which  Moy 
agrees  these  agencies  could  not  afford  to  pay.  But 
there's  hope,  although  not  accompanied  by  any 
guarantees,  he  says. 

"We're  starting  at  the  high  end  here,  and  hope¬ 
fully  we'll  be  able  to  work  something  out  and 
meet  in  the  middle,"  he  says.  "This  is  just  the 
starting  point.  I'm  sure  there  are  ways  to  make  it 
affordable  in  some  way;  well  [the  CNC]  lobby  for 
it  if  it  becomes  necessary." 

Moy  does  stress,  however,  that  community 
agency  space  is  not  the  priority  in  the 
Parcel  C  issue. 

"Our  first  priority  is  to  get  as  much 
affordable  housing  for  the  community  as 
possible,"  he  says,  even  at  the  cost  of 
having  to  reduce  space  allotted  to  non¬ 
profit  groups.  "Chinatown  is  the  most 
crowded  neighborhood  in  the  city,  with 
a  higher  density  than  even  the  North 
End." 

Chinatown  agencies  particularly 
interested  in  Parcel  C  space  include  the 
seven  members  of  the  former  Chinatown 
Community  Center,  a  nonprofit  corpora¬ 
tion  formed  in  the  late  1980s  to  pursue 
the  development  of  Parcel  C  that  Moy 
says  started  as  a  committee  of  the  CNC 
but  became  an  independent  entity 
amidst  disagreements  with  the  CNC. 

These  organizations  are  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association  (AACA),  the 
Asian  American  Resource  Workshop 
(AARW),  the  Chinatown  Boys  and  Girls 
Club  (no  longer  in  existence),  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Assoc.  (CPA),  the  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center,  the  South  Cove 
Chinatown  YMCA  and  the  Quincy  School 
Community  Council  (which  later  changed  its 
name  to  the  Boston  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Center). 

In  its  June  application  to  the  BRA,  EFA  set 
aside  community  office  space  in  Parcel  C  for  the 
AACA,  the  AARW,  the  CPA  and  the  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center,  active  in  the  move¬ 
ment  for  its  development  for  years,  as  well  as  the 
ACDC,  its  proposed  nonprofit  partner.  But  the 
EFA  dropped  the  AACA  in  the  revised  version  of 
its  proposal  for  reasons  to  date  unknown,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Chau-ming  Lee,  executive  director  of  the 
AACA.  Moy  acknowledges  that  the  AACA  has  a 
much  more  urgent  need  for  space  than  the  other 
organizations,  but  says  he  does  not  know  the  rea¬ 
son  for  its  exclusion  from  the  list.  This  type  of 
development  has  typified  the  Parcel  C  develop¬ 
ment  process  throughout  th%  years 


One  example  of  this  is  the  last  time  the  project 
was  active,  in  1993  (it  had  been  dormant  since  the 
previous  controversial  attempt  at  development,  in 
1988;  in  both  instances,  the  controversy  divided 
Chinatown  agencies). 

In  1993,  the  New  England  Medical  Center  pro¬ 
posed  to  purchase  Parcel  C  back  from  the  city  in 
order  to  build  a  450-car  garage.  In  exchange, 
NEMC,  in  fulfillment  of  linkage-funding  require¬ 
ments,  said  it  would  either  allot  space  on  the  land 
to  house  local  agencies  or  set  aside  $1.8  million  to 
be  used  by  Chinatown  Community  Center  mem¬ 
ber  agencies  to  purchase  and  develop  a  suitable 
site. 

The  AACA  was  in  the  unpopular  minority  in

its  support  for  the  project,  with  the  second  option, 
the  $1.8  million.  The  CNC  also  supported  the  pro¬ 
ject,  but  the  opposition  to  the  project  won  out  and 
the  AACA  was  vilified  as  being  in  favor  of  the 
garage,  which  other  agencies  said  would  cause 
environmental  problems  in  Chinatown.  The 
AACA's  Lee  retorted  that  the  real  issue  was  the 
"general  feeling  against  organizational  expan¬ 
sion"  that  has  always  been  prevalent  in 
Chinatown.  "I  don't  like  it  either,  but  on  the  other 
hand  we  have  to  be  realistic,"  he  said. 

Lee  explains  the  AACA  decision  at  the  time: 
"It's  not  that  we  liked  the  idea  of  a  garage.  We 
were  against  it,  too.  But  the  organizations  that 
voted  against  it  had  adequate  office  space  and 
faced  no  emergencies  in  that  regard.  For  us,  space 
was  our  top  priority,  and  we  basically  had  no 
choice  but  to  take  the  garage  and  money  option. 
Our  thinking  was  that  there's  always  going  to  be 
the  need  for  parking  space  in  Chinatown,  and 
with  the  $1.8  million  we  could  [the  group  of  local 
agencies]  create  an  adequate,  permanent  space  for 


all  of  us." 

Today,  the  AACA  is  among  the  organizations 
that  feel  entitled  to  space  on  Parcel  C  because  of 
their  long-term  efforts  to  develop  and  protect  it. 

According  to  EFA's  Hart  and  the  CNC's  Moy, 
the  criteria  has  not  been  defined  yet,  but  will  be  in 
the  coming  weeks  or  months. 

On  the  housing  front,  the  EFA  proposal  details 
the  spatial  breakdown  of  Parcel  C  as  follows: 
83,000  sq.  ft.  of  parking  space,  24,000  sq.  ft.  for 
"community  organization  space,"  2,400  sq.  feet 
for  a  community  room,  8,000  sq.  ft.  for  retail  space 
and  the  rest  for  housing  units  (79  apartments,  50 
subsidized  Group  Adult  Foster  Care  units,  or 
GAFCs,  and  77  condominiums). 

But  some  sectors  of  the 
Chinatown  community  express  serious 
doubts  about  the  availability  of  afford¬ 
able  housing  in  the  new  Oak  Plaza 
development. 

The  EFA  proposal  shows  that  out 
of  79  proposed  rental  apartments,  only  4 
4-bedroom  units  will  be  built,  and  those 
will  be  in  the  "market-rate"  range  of 
rents.  Also  planned  are  sixteen  3-bed- 
room  units,  none  of  which  are  in  the 
"low-rate"  rent  range  and  only  three  of 
which  are  in  the  "moderate"  range.  For 
local  families,  this  seems  pretty 
unreachable  financially.  Out  of  the  79 
rental  units,  none  will  be  in  the  "low- 
rent"  bracket,  22  will  fall  under  the 
"moderate"  category  and  the  majority 
(59  apartments)  will  be  rented  at  market 
rates,  which  could  go  as  high  these  days 
as  $1,400  for  a  2-bedroom  — far  out  of 
the  reach  of  the  average  Chinatown  res¬ 
ident. 

In  addition  to  these  79  units,  the  50  GAFC 
(Group  Adult  Foster  Care)  units  will  be  available 
only  to  qualified  elderly  occupants.  They  will  be 
administered  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  Medical  Division  as  low-rent  units 
for  which  the  rent  will  be  subsidized,  along  with 
special  services,  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Of  77  condominiums,  10  will  be  1-bedrooms, 
one  a  2-3-bedroom  and  the  majority,  66,  2-bed¬ 
rooms.  But  critics  point  out  that  1-  and  2-bedroom 
apartments  are  too  small  for  the  average 
Chinatown  family  and  question  to  which  eco¬ 
nomic  class  these  housing  units  are  targeted. 

But  Chinatown  seems  eager  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Parcel  C  at  last,  whatever  the  plan's  short¬ 
comings.  And  this  time  it's  really  going  to  hap¬ 
pen,  according  to  Moy,  who  says  he  expects  con¬ 
struction  to  begin  next  year. 

"It  absolutely  will  not  get  stuck  this  time,"  he 
says.

Another  important  benefit  of  filling  out-  the 
census  forms  is  that  many  911  emergency  systems 
rely  on  maps  developed  from  the  census  counts. 
When  floods  or  tornadoes  or  earthquakes  hit,  cen¬ 
sus  figures  tell  rescuers  how  many  people  will 
need  help  in  their  area.  An  example  of  this  is  the 
1991  Hurricane  Andrew  in  South  Florida.  Census 
information  helped  in  the  rescue  by  providing 
estimates  of  the  number  of  people  per  block. 


Of  significant  interest  to  immigrants,  perhaps, 
is  that  the  Census  Bureau  can  provide  them  with 
a  certificate  from  past  censuses  that  can  be  used  as 
official  proof  of  their  age,  residence  and  relation¬ 
ship,  which  could  help  people  establish  citizen¬ 
ship.  Non-immigrants  can  request  a  certificate  to 
help  them  qualify  for  a  pension  or  obtain  an 
inheritance. 

Finally,  census  data  is  used  as  a  basis  to  enforce 
civil  rights  laws,  determine  the  availability  of 
bilingual  ballots  and  voting  materials  and  redraw 
congressional,  state  and  local  legislative  district 


line. 

The  1990  census  undercounted  2.3  percent  of 
all  Asians  in  the  United  States.  But  in 
Massachusetts  the  undercounting  was  even 
greater;  whereas  0.5%  of  the  general  population 
went  uncounted,  a  full  3.9%  of  Asians  were  not 
included,  the  highest  rate  in  New  England. 

Asians  are  one  of  the  fastest-growing  groups 
(there  are  about  10  million  in  the  U.S.  today.  If 
they  are  undercounted  again  in  this  census  the 
community  won't  get  its  full  share  of  funds  for 
social  services  and  government  representation.
